Mr. HerkloU was born In India, and 
; received his early education at Trent 
College, Derbyshire. In contrast to 
most of the English debaters of other 
years, be Is not a politician, but an 
author. He was editor of his college 
magazine at Trinity, and during the 
past year he has been the editor of the 
"Grata," the best known university 
Journal In Europe. His first book, 
"Jack of All Trades," was published 
last June. Mr. Herklots Is now doing 
post-graduate work in theology, and 
he hopes to soon be ordained a deacOn 
in the English Church. 

Mr. Fordham is a resident of Lon- 
don. He received his preliminary edu- 
cation at St. George's School, Harpen- 
der. Mr. Fordham is a law student, 
and a member of the Inner Temple. 
He is a Liberalist and has wrlttph 
many articles on Liberalism. He has 
been President of the Magdalene Law 
Society, and is a life member of the 
Committee of the Union Society. In 
addition to his active participation in 
things literary, Mr. Fordham Is a 
prominent football player and has 
been captain of his team. 

To oppose this brilliant array of 
talent, George Washington is placing 
three men In the field who are excel- 
lent debaters, although their activities 
in other spheres have been somewhat 
more limited.
